“FROZEN GROUND” LAW 

NO LONGER VALID 

* Maine Secretary of State Mark 
Gartley warned’ Maine truck own- 
ers again this week that the hard 
road or commonly-called “frozen 
ground’ Jaw was. eliminated by 
the last session of the Maine Leg- 
jslature. The Seeretary of State 
stressed the importance of Maine 
trucks being aware of the fact that 
the frozen ground Jaw or privi- 
lege no longer exists, Recently a 
Maine trucker was fined over 
$2,000 for overweight because he 
believed the law was still in ef 
fect, 

Under the provisions of the fro- 
zen ground law a truck owner who 
had paid a registration fee of at 
least $160 could operate that, 
truck during the months of Dece- 
ember, January, and February 
With any legal overload, In the 
case of a five-axle tractor-trailer, 
that legal overload usually meant 
that a gross weight of 73,280 
pounds was legal, whereas a reg- 
istration fee of $100 otherwise al- 
lowed’ a gross weight of only 
18,000 pounds, 

A. straight weight increase or a 
short term weight increase now 
must be obtained if a trucker de- 
sires tp operate during any month 
with a gross weight greater than 
the registered. weight of the truck 
or truck-tractoy. These short term 
increases are available in any Mo- 
oe Vehicle Division’ Branch Of-
